Portland, June 3.—Pinned into his
seat by his steering wheel, Willlam
Folberth, a professiont]l automobile
racer of Seattle, was fatally injured
when his car rolled completely over
three times last night, and he ig not
expected to live through the day.

George MeCartney, another racer,
wag also seriously Injured but Is ex-
pected to survive.

Folberth and MeCariney were run-
ning over the course of the Oregon
rond races to be held tomorrow when
the accident occurred. Folberth had
driven over the course Lhree times
and was running his machine at a 65-
miles an hour clip when he adtempt-
ed to make the turn on the road to
the 12-mile road house, Workmen
who had been putting the course in
shape, had plowed the ground, in-
tending to roll it to lessen the danger
of the curve,

The Seattle driver knew nothing of
the newly plowed ground, ran into it
the wheels sunk and the machine roll-
ed over. Folberth could not escape,
and was crushed under the heavy ma-
chine three times Tour ribs were
broken and fatal Internal injuries sus-

MeCartney was crushed but once,
having hls collar bone and arm bro-
